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INTRODUCTION 


The  "Water  Related  Land  Use  Inventory  Supplement"  presented  herein 
is  part  of  Appendix  II,  "Present  and  Projected  Resource  Use  and  Manage¬ 
ment",  which  is  one  of  six  appendixes  prepared  during  the  Beaver  River 
Basin  study.  Additional  publications  are  listed  in  the  front  of  this 
report.  This  supplement  presents  the  results  of  a  water  related  land 
use  inventory  made  in  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Water  Resources, 

Utah  Department  of  Natural  Resources  during  1966.  This  inventory  encom¬ 
passes  the  more  developed  areas.  Areas  that  either  contained  or  were 
immediately  adjacent  to  crop  and  pasture  land  were  mapped  while  other 
areas  more  distant  from  this  intensive  agriculture  use  were  not.  Excluded 
from  the  mapped  areas  are  large  expanses  of  desert  rangeland,  playa,  and 
mountainous  areas.  Land  inventoried  includes  irrigated  and  nonitrigated  i 
cropland;  irrigated  and  nonirrigated  pastureland;  irrigated  rangeland; 
nonirrigated  rangeland  adjacent  to  or  intermixed  with  other  inventoried  land 
and  miscellaneous  land  such  as  farmsteads,  roads,  communities,  airports, 
water  surfaces,  and  lava  beds  within  the  inventory  boundary. 

No  attempt  was  made  in  the  inventory  to  classify  the  land  use  by 
land  ownership.  Inventoried  land  contains  some  private,  state  and 
federal  lands.  Cultivated  land  (L),  and  most  of  the  miscellaneous  land 
is  private.  However,  some  of  the  pasture  and  range,  and  miscellaneous 
lands  are  state  and  federal  lands .  The  area  inventoried  is  shown  on  the 
Land  Use  Inventory  Boundary  and  Index  Map,  following  Map  62.  The  subdi¬ 
vision  of  the  Beaver  River  Basin  is  shown  in  Figure  1, 


PROCEDURE 


Aerial  photographs  having  a  scale  of  1  inch  equals  1,000  feet  were 
taken  into  the  field  and  the  land  use  at  that  time  was  delineated  using 
the  land  use  symbols  shown  in  Figure  2,  Base  maps  were  prepared  to  the 
same  scale  as  aerial  photographs  using  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  quadrangle 
maps  for  control  where  available. 

The  land  uses  delineated  on  the  aerial  photographs  were  transferred 
to  the  base  maps.  Mylar  tracings  were  then  prepared  from  the  base  maps 
with  one  half  township  or  less  to  a  map  (Maps  1-62).  These  tracings  were 
then  reduced  to  a  scale  of  approximately  1  inch  equal  3,700  feet  for  this 
supplement.  The  Legend  for  the  Land  Use  Inventory  maps  is  given  in  Figure  3, 

Each  section  was  planimetered  to  determine  approximate  acreage. 

Land  uses  within  each  section  were  then  planimetered,  and  adjusted  so 
that  the  total  equaled  the  original  planimetered  section  total. 


Tables  1  through  64  list  land  use  by  sections.  Table  65  is  a  summary 
by  county  and  Table  66  is  a  summary  by  watershed  and  sub-basin.
